\s vou read this [ hope to be in England. UII be 
one of a group of nine press women. We're from 
every part of Canada, representing magazines, news- 
papers, and the radio. We come from rural and city 
publications: and one of us is a pretty young French- 
Canadian writer. 

Our job is to go to the United Kingdom and see 
why our country needs to buy more goods from it. 

This isn’t an expedition sponsored by govern- 
ment. It’s financed by business leaders on both 
sides of the water—men who are working voluntar- 
ily to help solve the Dollar-Sterling problem. 

That problem can be put into the nutshell of three 
sentences 

1. Canada cannot keep prosperous unless we sell 
more of our products to the U. K. 

2. The U. K. cannot buy from us unless it has 
enough dollars to do so. 

3. To earn those dollars it must sell more to us 
in Canada. 

There it is. How ean the human interest. the life 
and vitality behind those bare bones of words. come 
alive for vou and the millions of other homemakers 
in Canada? 

That's what the nine of us are going to help to do, 
Youll be reading about our discoveries in’ your 
papers and listening to them on your radio. Make 
a point of reading and listening wont you? 

It's the first time that a group of women have 
been asked to undertake such a fact-finding tour. 
Goodness knows we've had every chance of learning 
in World War Il how the spending of our household 
moneys could wreck a supply of nylons. soap o1 
sugar if we hoarded. And how we could save an 
economy by intelligent and thoughtful buying. 

In these difficult days. when fear of war is haunt- 
ing us all again, this lesson is one which should 
dominate our thinking as the buvers of a nation. 

For now. as “the litthke woman in the home,” we 
must buy not only for the welfare of our own family, 
but for that of our country, nationally and inter- 
nationally. 

Quite a job, lady. Quite a job! 
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|S tencemae medical discoveries have 

brought new hope to the 600,000 
Canadians who have arthritis and 
other rheumatic diseases. 


Medical science is definitely on 
the march against these afflictions. 
For example, experiments with 
many new substances have shown 





great promise in test cases, even 
though they have not as yet been 
completely verified on a_ broad 
scale. These substances, however, 
are very scarce and at present are 
available only for research pur- 
poses and for limited use in treat- 
ment in certain hospitals. 


Even without such substances, 
doctors today know more than ever 
before about arthritis and how to 
treat it. They also know that one 
of the big problems is to get people 
to have prompt medical attention 
in the early stages of the disease. 
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Too often those with arthritis 
rely on so-called “sure cures”? which 
may temporarily relieve pain but 
generally do little or nothing to cor 
rect the fundamental situation. Ac- 
cording to the Canadian Arthritis 
and Rheumatism Society, if proper 
treatment is started early, about 60 
percent of the arthritis patients can 
be greatly helped and in some cases 


completely relieved. 
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There are many different forms of 
arthritis. The two most common are 
rheumatoid arthritis which usually 
begins before age 40, and osteo- 
arthritis which is tound most often 
in people past middle age. Using 
approved diagnostic methods, in- 
cluding a complete physical examin- 
ation, the doctor can usually deter- 
mine what type of arthritis is 
present and prescribe the treatment 
best suited to the patient’s indi- 
vidual needs. 


Among other things, the doctor 
may recommend bringing the weight 





down to normal. Even as little as 
10 or 15 pounds of extra weight may 
appreciably increase the pain of 
arthritis, especially in the weight 
bearing joints. He may also suggest 
following a nutritious but moderate 
daily diet, maintaining proper pos- 
ture, and paying careful attention 
to daily hygiene 


While great strides have been 
made in treating the disease, medi 
cal research is continuing its efforts 
to develop more effective weapons 
against the many forms of arthritis. 
Today, doctors believe that the 
future holds real hope for the thous- 
ands of people with this condition.

There’s no new, exaggerated line to make you wonder how you'll 
look in it. Out of the New Look and out of last year’s 1920 revival 
has evolved a slim silhouette based on the best features of both 
trends. It’s last year’s sheathlike lines plus this year’s pleats, 
drapes, tiers and overskirts. And it’s good news for any woman 
from size 14 to 40. The battle of the skirt length is over. Now 
vou ll wear a shorter hemline, but one that is best suited to your 
figure and height.

When 
tradesmen or callers knock at the door and receive no 
answer a whispering campaign goes all through the neighbor- 
hood, “She’s drinking again.” 

\ here a woman alcoholic is concerned we re still back 
in the witch-burning era. “Blot her out.” “Get rid of her.” 
*She’s no good.” 

And vet we're faced with the fact that more and more 
women are becoming problem drinkers. Statistics show that 
one out of every 20 social drinkers will become an alcohol 
addict and that an alarming proportion of these are women. 
In other words, these women will fall ill with a disease that 
is both an obsession of the mind and of the body: that 
tortures and disrupts; eventually may end in insanity and 
death if not given proper treatment. 

In great-grandmother’s time lady tipplers were rare and 
were kept out of sight while a spinster relative took over the 
running of the house. Now. women who become alcoholics 
are still kept out of sight . . . they drink alone behind the 
drawn curtains of their own homes while the family tries 
to cover up. The spinster relative is probably a career girl 
with no time for her fallen sister's family. Consequently the 
home disintegrates fast, much faster than if the man of the 
house is an alcoholic, because home is a woman’s workshop 
her business. 

Any drunkard is a tragic figure, but a woman all the more 
so because oft our ideal of eternal Eve and the close alliance 
between womanhood and motherhood. Social stigma. there- 
fore, condemns the drunken woman to solitary confinement. 
Her family do everything possible to conceal her disease at 


the very time when she should be receiving expert help. 
That Bright New Freedom 


According to Dr. Gordon Bell. who is one of Canada’s 
outstanding authorities on aleoholics, an important reason 
why an increasing number of women are drinking is a deep- 


seated feeling of insecurity. The modern woman is going 


through a transition period, striving for equality with men. 
But, it seems, she’s let go of one support before getting a firm 
grip on another. She’s lost the security of family life without 
gaining the necessary independence to stand on her own feet. 
Home is a much shakier institution than it used to be. Fifty 
years ago families stuck together in spite of upsets because 
there was no alternative. The family was a small isolated 
world of its own with the wife and mother queen of the castle. 
Now, home hinges solely on the love between husband and 
wife and their mutual interest in their children. Once this 
tie has been broken the family comes apart. 

The average married woman, particularly in’ higher 
income froups, is exposed to social pressure which would 
have made a Victorian matron swoon. Sometimes she’s 
forced to live be yond her means to keep up with her obliga- 
tions: if so, her life is filled with nagging financial worries, 
particularly if her husband’s business prospects aren't firmly 
established. Also in her broadened social life she'll meet more 
men betore she’s 35 than her grandmother would in 100 
vears. She’s expected to be attractive and popular: she may 
be tempted into affairs which will beat up a storm of conflict 
within herself. Her shiny new freedom still hasn't advanced 
to the point where she can take full responsibility for her 
life. She may escape from this conflict by taking to drink. 
This will certainly solve her heart problem because there's no 
surer way of blighting a love affair, illicit or otherwise, than 
by becoming a chronic drunk. 

Then there is the good time gal. You've met her, I'm 
sure. She’s often called Joe or Bobby .. . She's clever, 
witty and generous, lives in a smart apartment and has a good 
job. She gets lots of ego satisfaction from being able to hold 
her liquor like a man. Joe or Bobby is fun to know as long 
as she’s a party girl. But when she gets on what's tersely 
referred to as “skid row”’—when she starts drinking alone 
as well as at parties she loses not only her friends but often 
her job as well. She's disearded as readily as last night’s 
theatre stub. Next heard of she’s probably doing time in a 
nursing home or institution. 

Frustration and boredom are two bogies which may hit 
the young wife who’s struggling along without help and with 
perhaps two or three youngsters to look after. What price 
her higher education, her college degree, if she spends her

Good Reasons why your hands look hard-worked. We don't 
argue the point. But we do want to remind you of all the 
latest hand-savers—and time-savers, too, some of them- 
that can turn your practical pair of hands into lily-whites 
like Great-Aunt Samantha used to flutter. 

Granted, Great-Aunt S. had soft hands because she kept 
‘em folded in the lap of luxury. In today’s harsh world you 
are expected to be drone and Queen Bee, both. But by 
practicing every clever dodge you can dream up, you'll have 
hands you never need hide! 

Dodge a lot of extra dishwashing by using aluminum foil 
and cooking parchment. Soak dirty pots and pans in deter- 
gent for quicker, easier cleaning. Lift your hands out of hot 
water by using dish sponges and scourers on sticks, and long- 
handled floor mops. Use the mildest household soaps and 
cleansers you can find. Get the work glove habit for messier 
chores, using those specifically created for the job you're 


doing. And have 4 pair of old warm gloves with fingers 
removed for use when hanging out the washing on chill 
mornings. 

You know, there are fewer oil glands in your hands than 
in your face. Because of this, your hands dry and chap 
easily. Use protective lotions or creams after every dunk in 
water. (Station some by every tap.) 

Dial the telephone with a pencil. Use the cushions of 
your fingers for opening bob pins, turning on lights, zipping 
zippers or untying packages. 

When cream-cleansing at night, massage a little cream 
into your hands, working round the nail base with the flat of 
your thumb. Occasionally try to leave this cream on over- 
night, wearing an old pair of gloves as protection for the 
sheets. And when you travel, tuck a tube of men’s shave 
cream into your bag for mild clean-ups along the way. 

How is your filing system? Copy the professional and use 
a long flexible emery board. Leave your nails squared at the 
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How do your hands look across a table, at bridge, or holding a 


teacup? Are they pretty to watch ... smooth and soft, groomed with 


polish? Here’s the simple routine you can depend 


on to be handsome — and then some! 


corners, then shape a rounded oval. One of the most fre- 
quent causes of nail breakage is filing too deep at the corners. 
File one way only, from side to centre. 

If your hands have gone neglected too long, you may 
need to practice these extras for awhile: a long finger-soak 
in warm oil for hard or broken cuticles: a rub with pumice to 
remove calluses; an application of cuticle remover on deep 
stains. 

\s to regular care begin by washing your hands in warm 
suds. Then, using an orangewood stick tipped with cotton 
and dipped in cuticle remover, gently work round the nail 
rim. Dead, horny cells will come away, and the cuticle can 
be shaped to a smooth pliable oval. 

Tip the orangewood stick with fresh cotton and remover, 
and work under each nail to clean and bleach it. 

If you have a broken nail—don’t nip it off. Instead repair 
it with a special preparation that holds it secure till it 


grows out.

It takes from three to seven months to grow a fingernail. 
\ noticeable flaking condition now may date back to an illness 
last April. Good general health and a well-balanced diet are 
necessary for strong nails. Ridged lines indicate that months 
ago there was some disturbance in the formation of nail cells 
beneath the surface. This might have been an illness, cold 
or nervous upset. Little white spots that sometimes appear 
are caused by a slight blow to the nail. 

Almost one fifth of your nail is hidden, growing out of the 
matrix below the cuticle. This is the only living part of the 
nail. No nerves connect to the surface, and there is no blood 
supply. That means that by the time you see it, your nail 
is dead. Because of this you cannot harm a nail by using 
polish. In fact, several thin coats give the nail added strength, 
reducing breakage and splitting. 

As well, 10 fingers tipped with color make a fair hand 
fairer still. Make you feel fashionable and really well-groomed.

W SHE’D DANCE AGAIN 


They were filling an engagement at one 
ot Toronto’s biggest hotels when [ saw them again, the 
dancing Lunds, Blanche and Alan.

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Before you start building or re-mod- 
elling any room, it always pays to spend 
a little time in planning. The bathroom 
is no exception. There are so many 
ideas that can make a big difference in 
convenience and lasting satisfaction. 
Here are a few typical suggestions of 
the kind you'll want to talk over with 
your plumbing and heating contractor 


STORAGE SPACE—With a little 
planning, you can often provide for 
valuable extra storage space—to hold 
towels and face towels, and large con- 
tainers that don’t fit into the medicine 
cabinet. Some ideas: recessed shelves 
and cabinets, a cabinet of drawers at 
the end of the recessed bathtub, a 
built-in linen closet with full-length 
mirror doors. (You'll probably want to 
have, if possible, a full-length mirror 
somewhere in the bathroom.) Have in 
mind, too, clothing hooks and plenty 
of towel bar space—and possibly pro- 
vision for scales, waste basket, seat and 


laundry basket. 


SHELF—An extra convenient shelf is 
automatically provided if you have a 
toilet tank with a cover designed, as 
are those in the modern Crane line, for 
this purpose.

Store at room temperature for 1 week, 
or in the refrigerator for 2 weeks or in 
the freezer or freezing compartmen 
for 3 months.

To guard against trouble the unwed 
mother is never never told where het 
child has been sent. It sounded pretty 
hard-boiled to me. 

Allison Jean was a good baby. But she 
was a care as are all babies no matter 
how good. 

We loved her with all our hearts, and 
by the time she was three months old we 
had entirely put out of our minds the 
thought that she was an adopted baby. 
Alison Jean was ours. 

The Children’s Aid approved of our 
home as a place for her, and of us as 
parents. The final adoption papers were 
made out ready to be signed by the court 
when the full year was up. 

And then the thing we had been 
warned about happened. I was hanging 
out diapers in the sunshine of a late 
October day when the telephone rang. 
It was the Children’s Aid, telling us that 
the natural mother, through her lawyer, 
had put in a request that the adoption 
papers be stopped. I was stunned. | 
went back to hanging diapers, and tried 
to think. I didn’t have much time. 

Helen appeared, with the man she 
said was the baby’s father, and asked 
for her child. Just walked up and said 
she wanted her. Don was not home, but

'n their early teens Blanche and Alan 
met and teamed professionally as Lee 
and Sandra. Paid engagements took 
them all over Ontario and eventually to 
Montreal for several weeks at a time. 
They recall this period in their lives as 
“very rugged.”” Blanche had to be chap- 
eroned and this meant that her mother, 
Mrs. Harris, was away from Mr. Harris 
more and more. But one can uncover 
no suspicion that Mr. Harris ever felt 
imposed upon or neglected. Rather, it 
was fun and a lark, and the gaunt, 
gentle, taciturn Mr. Harris was_pre- 
pared to go along with any eventuality. 
As Blanche obs« rved, “ Bingo came into 
Dad’s life about this time and saved the 
situation.” 

But whatever Blanche and Alan 
inherited of stabilizing forces, there is no 
doubt that their way of Jife—hard 
work, increasing personal responsibility, 
growing confidence and a closely knit 
family relationship in which deep affec- 
tion was tempered with humor—de- 
veloped in them strengths to meet any 
eventuality —even polio. 

When the doctors tn England told 
Blanche it would be fatal to move he: 
legs before a certain period of time had 
elapsed, they were talking to a girl who 


- had been disciplining herself for years. 


When she finally began her five-minute- 
a-day exercises, back in Canada, she was 
able to control an impatience to increas« 
it to 10. This ability to take orders, 
coupled with a serene, healthy, unshak- 
able confidence and a wonderful sense 
of humor about all the little things in 
life, undoubtedly helped to bring about 
her cure. 

Blanche was stricken in September, 
1945. She returned to Canada itn Decem- 
ber.’ Alan got his discharge from the 
RCN and returned to Canada in Febru- 
ary, 1946. Blanche’s treatment was 
finished and her discharge from the 
RCN completed by April, although, 
only a month before her doctor had 
thought she would finish up with a limp 
in one leg. She is one of the few cases of 
this particular type of polio ever to make 
a comeback without a limp. 

Blanche and Alan left for New York 
in May where Alan studied more ballet 
and by September they were back in 
England dancing again at the Princ 
of Wales Theatre, London, and playing 
to packed houses in “Piccadilly Hay- 
ride.” 

During this 1946-47 engagement, they 
danced “‘ Episode in Jade,” a legend of a 
vain princess, three times a day. In 
addition, they produced dance routines 
for “Irene,” which opened at His 
Maiestv’s in London, and for ‘ Together 
Avain,” which opened at Victoria 
Palace. 

During this London engagement they 
again experienced the signal honor of 
being chosen by the King and Queen to 
appear in their second Command Per- 
formance. 

Currently the Lunds are enchanting 
audiences on the U. S. west coast in 
such posh night spots as Mark Hopkins, 
San Francisco, and the Thunderbird, 
in Las Vegas, Nevada. But wherever 
they are, whatever they do, the one 
thing you can count on is that they 
will enjoy all the little things in life

Outdoor Planting 


Of course you will want to have a 
flutter at outdoor planting too, 
that the marvelous choice of varieties in 
bulbs means literally months of bloom 
in your border,

from the sweetness of 
March to the stately 
beauty of tall tulips that flower on into 
June. To play it safe, October is the 
time to plant bulbs outdoors, but 
November will do if you beat the final 
frosts to it. Daffodils should go in first 
and they will flourish in almost any spot 
right under evergreens. They 
grow better in partial shade than in the 
glaring sun and indeed the red cup 
varieties—Pheasant’s Eye and Scarlet 
Elegance, for instance—will suffer badly 
if planted in full sun. Plant the bulbs 
five to six inches deep in a fairly shaded 
border, under the orchard trees, or by 
the water’s edge; in fact, anywhere that 
the foliage can be left uncut until at 
least Mid-July. Like tulips, daffodils 
are most effective in groups of the same 
variety but, unlike tulips, they gain 
nothing by formal planting but can be

Green, ranging from brilliant lime to warm deep shades, is the 
big news in rug colorings this fall. It’s gained a lead over grey, the 
most popular color last year. Demand for pastel tones, particuarly 
rose, mushroom and beige, continues strong. 

Broadloom still leads the hit parade. It’s popular, not only 
because it comes in all the high-style decorator colors, but because 
it’s available in dozens of weaves and many excitingly different 
textures. It combines happily with the fabrics used today for 
upholstered furniture and draperies. Bolder and more daring than 
formerly, a multi-colored, figured carpet in the same room with 
them creates far too “busy an effect. The less showy, more modest 
broadloom acts as a foil to their breath-taking performance. 

The kind of yarn, weave and depth of pile help indicate the 
quality of carpet. Synthetic varns are not employed yet to any 
extent by Canadian manufacturers. 

As you know, the term “broadloom” itself does not refer to a 
particular kind of weave. It simply means that the rug fabric 
has been woven on a-loom over six feet wide. Wilton and Axmin- 
ster—which are not trade names, as is sometimes thought—are two

The 
Wilton is usually regarded as being more 
durable than the Axminster, since the 
commonest Wilton weave calls for bury- 
ing the yarn in the backing of the 
carpet. This gives added body to resist 
wear, 

However, I hope these remarks don’t 
reflect unfavorably on the Axminster 
weave! On the average, a good Ax- 
minster will give longer service than an 
inferior Wilton... 


To Help You Choose Wisely 


In considering a plain colored broad- 
loom, remember that it will tend to 
grey with wear. Select a shade slightly 
brighter than the one ultimately desired. 
This doesn’t mean that you should avoid 
pastel shades. The latter, as they darken, 
have an advantage over deep colors, 
They assume a fairly uniform tone, 

Ease of maintenance is also important. 
It means a great deal in families where 
there are small children and no clean- 
ing women. For this reason, such dust 
and footprint hiders as tone-on-tone 
figured broadloom, shag and hard twist 
broadloom are gaining wide acceptance. 
*’Tone-on-tone”’ refers to a rug in which 
two or three variations of the same color 
are used to make a pattern. “Shag” 
has a high cut pile, rather similar to the 
coat of an English sheep dog. In the case 
of “hard twist” the yarn is reinforced by 
extra twisting. 


Broadloom, justly popular though it 


s, cannot hope to meet everyone’s 
requirements. Among the more costly 
carpets on the market are those from 
India. Plain, sculptured and patterned, 
they are made by hand. The embossed 
ones inspired by Chinese tradition 
deserve special mention. With the 
design raised and standing well out 
against the background, they dramati- 
ally highlight a room. 





In the less expensive brackets are 
Wiltons and Axminsters in oriental, 
chintz, tone-on-tone and floral designs. 
The figured patterns are most ap- 
propriate in rooms where plain colors 
have been used for draperies and up- 
holstery. Many of these carpets are 
manufactured in Canada. They stand 
up to hard, everyday wear, and come 
in a wide range of sizes. 

Farther down the cost scale are 
wonderful, washable cotton rugs. They’re 
suitable for use anywhere In the house— 
the living room, dinette, or bedroom— 


and may be had in scatter or full room 
sizes. There are three principal types: 
loop (which is knitted rather than

renting or plan to move. Many people 
prefer them because they provide the 
opportunity of showing a margin of 
floor. In such cases the rug should have 
about the same proportions as the floor, 
with fairly narrow margins on the sides 
and slightly wider margins on the ends. 
Avoid using too small a size: nothing 
looks worse than an island of rug floating 
on a sea of hardwood. It gives a room a 
small and cramped appearance. On the 
other hand, close carpeting produces an 
air of spaciousness and luxury. It 
literally provides a ‘“‘ foundation” for the 
room. 

Close carpeting can be accomplished 
either by using 27 inch widths of broad- 
loom, in which case the strips are sewn 
together or joined invisibly by a tape 
and cement process on the back, or by 
using widths up to as great as 15 feet. 
These are quite adequate for most 
rooms. Elimination of seams makes a 
room look even larger, though if it is 
irregular in shape, there may be a lot of 
waste and it will be more economical to 
use strips. In any case, the broadloom 
may be carried right to, or even under 
the quarter-round of the baseboard. 
Usually it’s necessary to shave a little 
off the bottom of doors swinging over 
the carpeting. 

A pad is a “must” if you wish to 
preserve the good looks and prolong the 
life of your rug. It cushions the impact of 
sharp heels, protects the bac king from 
rubbing on the floor, and provides 
insulation and sound deadening. The 
pad, which is generally made of hair- 
felt and mothproofed, should be slightly 
smaller than the carpet. Cost for the 
9 ft. by 12 ft. size is about $20. 

For scatter rugs, non-skid undermats 
are available in rubber-coated cotton. 
Rubber underlays are also to be had. #

primer coat before painting furniture, 
apply a clear base coat to help your nail 
polish go on smoothly, last longer. The 
use of a base coat over a perfectly clean 
nail surface is the secret of a manicure 
that lasts and lasts. 

Paint the first stroke of polish across 
the nail base, then carry three long 
strokes down to the tip. Never dab, 
rather flow the polish on in a thin film. 
Drain your brush each time so there is no

‘blobbing.”” Let dry. Apply a second 
thin coat, wiping a hairline off the nail 
tip with your thumb, to ensure against 
chipping. Remove any trickles while 
still wet by whisking the tip of your 
orange wood stick round the nail frame. 

After the enamel is slick to the touch, 
apply a clear top coat. Start the brush 
stroke at the nail base and carry it right 
up under thé nail tip to seal the edges. 
You'll find this particularly good if your 
nails tend to flake. 

Don’t force drying through use of 
heat, cold, or coolish water. Ideally, 
polish should be applied at night so that 
it has some hours to harden. 

As a pick-up during the week, slide a 
helping of clear top coat over your 
manicure to give it that newly minted 
look.

Of all the many items bought for 
our homes, not one is expected to with- 
stand the heavy wear and tear over a 
period of years 

We so often 
grit and dirt which is tracked in from

which cut into the pile of our rugs or 
to stains caused by accidental spills. 

Keeping in mind that you as the 
homemaker have a full day, every day, 
we offer these hints and suggestions for 
carpet care, with the hope that they will 
be found helpful in prolonging the life 
and beauty of your rugs. 


General Cleaning 


A broom is not recommended but if 
used should not be applied too vigor- 
ously and only in the direction of the 
pile. A carpet sweeper is very useful in 
picking up surface dirt for daily care. 

Where traffic is heavy we recommend 
the use of a vacuum cleaner to remove 
the grit that sifts down to the back 
before it does damage.

Shedding of New Carpets 


This often causes needless worry as 
nearly all pile fabrics will shed a fluff 
when new. It ts merely the result of the 
shearing operation which allows certain 
small fibres to fall back into the carpet 
and in time they will all disappear. 
During this period, however, it is wise 
to clean gently and not too often. 


Shading 
All pile fabrics—particularly plain 
colors—are likely to show a variation 
in color according to traflic they receive. 

No manufacturer has yet been able 
to prevent this shading for the simple 
reason that it is not the result of any 
condition of material or process of 
manufacture but entirely and_ solely 
the result of the crushing of the pile 
under foot.

Witchcraft 


Some fantastic cures for the disease 
were recommended at that time. For 
instance, the parents were advised to 
split a forked ash sapling down some five 
feet or so of its length. Then while an 
assistant held the cleft open, the parents 
were to pass the naked baby head-first 
through it three times. Then the sapling 
was bound together tightly. It was 
believed that as the tree healed the 
child’s rickets also healed! 

Until a short time ago physicians 
thought that this kind of rickets oc- 
curred only in babies. However, a 
careful study recently carried out in 
Baltimore showed that 50% of children 
ranging from 2 
mild degrees of rickets.

were not examined, but rapidly growing 
adolescents might reasonably be ex- 
pected to show similar, if not more 
marked, changes. Therefore children 
should receive vitamin D as long as 
they are growing, and not just when they 
are babies.

under 2 years, a little more, 40 to 
800 units, is advised. In the last half of 
pregnancy and when a mother is breast. 
feeding her baby, 400 units per day js 
recommended also. In fact, many 
physicians believe that everyone in 
Canada, except possibly farmers and 
other outdoor workers tn the country, are 
the better for 400 units of vitamin D 
daily during the colder 7 to 9 months of 
the year. 


Type of Preparation 


Several different kinds of vitamin D 
preparations are available. Some of these 
contain only this vitamin. Others, for 
example the fish-liver oils, have both 
vitamin A and vitamin D in them. Their 
costs are very similar. We believe that 
the fish-liver oils are preferable. In them 
you obtain two vitamins for the price of 
one, and the vitamin A is useful to the 
baby and child too. Then again there 
are several types of fish-liver oils. There 
are the high potency fish-liver oils where 
the dose is only a few drops, and there 
are the cod-liver oils where 4 to 1% 
teaspoonfuls needed to provide 
400 units. 

Of these two common types there is 
much to say in favor of the high

You just drop it, with 
the dropper provided, directly into the 
side of his mouth. You are much surer 
that he is receiving the proper amount. 
You can float the oil on a spoonful of 
orange juice if you prefer, but. it 
shouldn’t be placed in a dry spoon or in 
his feeding because too much sticks to 
the spoon or the bottle. Provided you 
give your baby regular sunbaths, except 
for the very hottest days, you can stop 
giving these oils about the middle of 
June. 

In the fall, about the middle of 
September, you should start the drops 
again and your baby won’t object to 
these small doses. Your physician can 
tell you how many drops are needed to 
supply 400 units or possibly 800 for 
your baby. These concentrated fish- 
liver oils are just as cheap per dose as 
cod-liver oil and they are less apt to give 
There IS no 
advantage in giving more than. the 
recommended amount—in fact if a 
great deal more is given it is harmful.

You Have to Buy it 


It is often found that babies object to 
taking regular cod-liver oil again, once 
it has been stopped. Therefore if you 
are using it, you should keep it up both 
winter and summer until the beginning 


of your baby’s second summer. The 
high quality cod-liver oils contain 2 to 3 


times as much vitamin D as is required 
by law. 
will provide the 400 units of the 


Consequently smaller doses 


standard cod-liver oils. The strength 


of the preparation is stated on the bottle. 
If you keep the oil so long that it be- 
comes rancid, you should not use it. 
Older children and expectant mothers 
usually prefer to take their fish-liver 
oil in tasteless capsules. These are quite 
satisfactory but more expensive. Cod- 
liver oil eniulsions are weaker and 
therefore the doses are larger. 

If you feed your family well, they will 
obtain all the vitamins, minerals and 
other food factors that they need in their 
meals with the exception of vitamin D. 
It is the only vitamin that you have to 
buy at the drugstore. Normal children 
and adults do not need to take multi- 
vitamin preparations and they are 
extravagances for them. Good foods are 
better than mixtures of pure vitamins, 
because they no doubt contain some food 
factors that have escaped detection as 
vet, and are therefore not present in the 
vitamin preparations.

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LENGTH OF SLEEP—If your baby is happy, comfortable and 
well-fed, you can safely leave it to him to decide how much sleep he 
needs. Very young babies often sleep 20 to 22 hours a day, but 
by the time they are 6 months old they sleep for only 16 to 18 
hours. Around the end of the first year this will probably be down 
to 2 naps a day and [2 hours of sleep at night, and soon they will 
need only one nap in the daytime. 


From the start, for your sake and his, baby should get used to 
going to sleep alone in his own bed immediately after being fed. 


GOOD SLEEPING CONDITIONS — The room where your 
baby sleeps should be cool and not too light. It should be fairly 
quiet, but not completely so, as baby must grow used to a general 
hum of activity. 


Baby should get plenty of fresh air while he sleeps but kept 
out of the way of drafts. His coverings should be warm and light; 
heavy, airtight ones should be avoided. His room should be pro- 
tected from flies and mosquitoes with well-screened windows. If 
baby’s cap is knitted wool, he will still be able to breathe even if it 
slips over his face. 


SLEEPING ON FACE—Baby should sleep on his back until he 
grows strong enough to lift his head and turn it in order to breathe 
easily. Then he may be taught to sleep on his face. This prevents 
the back of his head from flattening and the hair from wearing off. 
Choose a time when he’s sleepier than usual to introduce him to 
this new experience. Speak soothingly to him as you place him face 
down.

A healthy baby should be first given 
indoor airings when he is three or four 
weeks old.
